the law of the morgadoa. The mor- 
gado was the oldest t,on, who inherited 
the estate of hit, father and upon 
whom devolved the duty of providing 
for the other members of the family. 
The architecture of these houses is 
the same as that used in olden times 
by the morgados of northern Portugal. 
Here they are built of massive lava 
rock. Many of the gardens have high 
stone towers that command a view of 
the sea and surrounding country. 


Ponta Delgada has wonderful hotan- 


ical gardens. They have been pro- 
nounced by some as ranking next to 
those in Portugal, and by others as 
inferior only to the famous gardens of 
Brazil. That of Jose de Canto was 
begun in 1848.

fihould not be allowed to run outdooj* 
at all. They will do much better cosv; 
Pned in the house all the time thogt 
they would out under the old binder 0(t. 
sitting in the same stall at the bant 
fill day. 


The main reason for keeping heaj^ 


In the house Is to force them to oftfe: 
what is necessary to make them last; 
out of season. They must have a goaty 
well-balanced dry mash In hoppers «O; 
they may eat at any time. This dsfrj 
mash most be eaten slowly so ttjj|t 
hens have to spend a good deal tin 
time at the hoppers to get their SftJ 
They must also have A grain rattcA.' 
and greens of some kind. 


There are a number of grain rations 


that can be used, In fact most any grain? 
that the hens like and is generally; 
grown on the farm Is all right. It QB&- 
be balanced by the addition of otluir 
grains in the dry mash. 
I prefer 3 


grain ration of cracked corn, wholft 
oats, and wheat Kafir is fine in tba 
mixture and kaflr and oats alone mafca 
a good grain ration, says a writer fir 
Successful B'armlng. 


One of the most important things to' 


the winter care of hens Is a good litter1 
of straw or some litter material on the 
floor. This litter should be sis or 
eight inches deep and all the grata 
must be scattered in It so the bens 
will have to scratch and work for their 
feed. 
The heaviest feed of grain 


phould be given at night, so all thf 
hens will go to roost with their crops 
full. 


Many poultry houses are arranged 


po the droppings fall in the litter on 
the floor. This can be remedied by 
installing a dropping board under thQ 
Boosts. 
The roosts can be placed, 


across the back of the house on a 
level with each other and the plat- 
form for the dropping board built tin- 
der them. Then the droppings can ba 
cleaned out every day or two and th* 
litter on the floor will not have to b« 
phanged so often. 


The green feed can be supplied 


either by sprouting oats or by using 
beets or cabbage that have been stored 
for the purpose. The best method of 
feeding, I find, is to give the hens a 
light grain feed In the early morning. 
This can be scattered the night before 
If desired. The green feed is put out 
at noon and the heavy feed of grain 
In the evening before the hens go to 
roost.

Necessary to Air Eggs 


During Hatching Period 


All experienced incubator operators 


know the necessity of. airinc eggs, but 
some fail to understand why. Yu( we 
know that the chick inside the shell 
is a Ih ing, growing tliina; and that it 
needs fresh air, change of conditions 
and exorcise in order that^it may ex- 
pand, move and develop its strength. 


Airing eggs has another merit. The 


shells expand and contract with heat 
and cold and this ripens them. By 
the use of machinists' callipers, one 
may discover an appreciable differ- 
ence in expansion of eggs undor 60 
degrees and over 100. 
Frequent ex- 


pansion and contraction of the s*hell 
Is belie\ed to break down fiber.s and 
make the shell brittle, so that chicks 
due to hatch can get out of shells 
with less exhaustion. 


This matter of airing eggs during 


incubation 
requires 
judgment 
and 


should be guldecl by development of 
chicks, temperature of room, etc. If 
we watch sitting hens, we will find 
tliat eggs seemingly need very little 
airing the first week of incubation, a 
trifle more the second, and still more 
the third week when the vitality of 
chicks has added to the \\arrnth of 
the eggs. 


It is n'-ver safe to forget that chicks 


are dependent upon air that perco- 
lates through the porous shell. Cool- 
lug eggs shrinks the air-bubbles and 
fifts up a suction which drans in 
fresh nir to purify the interior stale 
air. 


Plenty of Sunshine and 


Fresh Air Aids Poultry 


Always give your fowls plenty of 


sunshine and fresh air, the two best 
disease preventives for man or beast. 
Ventilation is an important factor In 
winter housing of a (lock of layers, 
and it should be had without causing 
direct draughts of air upon the fowls, 
especially when they are on the roost 
at night. This can be easily accom- 
plished by taking out one of the win- 
dows, covering the opening with bur- 
lap in cold weather 
and fitting it 


with a sliding door so it can be opened 
or closed at will. The air-tight or artt- 
flcially-heated house with Its expen- 
sive and complicated ventilating ap- 
paratus has come and gone. 


Spring-Hatched Pullets 


Should Be Coaxed Along 


Pullets hatched in the spring can 


be Induced to lay mor« abundantly In 
the winter If they are properly fed, 
hcruwcl and handled. On the average 
general farm very few eggs are se- 
cur«d at the time when eggs bring the 
hljfh««t prices. 
It will pay the poul- 


try owner, therefore, to devote a little 
trouble to providing his birds with tna 
moat fawr&ble aurroundings for the 
winter.

Sheep Are Particularly 


Subject to Parasites 


(Prepared by the United States Department 


of Agriculture.) 


Sheep probably suffer 
more from 


parasites than do any other kind of 
live stock, says the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture'in a publica- 
tion just issued entitled "Farmers' 
Bulletin 1330, Parasites and Parasitic 
Diseases of Sheep," by Maurice C. Hall 
of the bureau of animal industry. Most 
of our losses in - sheep, mutton, and 
wool are fnom animal parasites, as 
sheep suffer comparatively little from 
bacterial diseases, it is said. Lambs 
and young animals are most suscepti- 
ble to parasites and suffer from them. 


Special emphasis is placed in the 


bulletin upon. disease prevention. 
It 


is the sheepman's business to prevent 
disease, and as soon as an outbreak 
is noticed a competent veterinarian, 
should be called in. Act promptly, the 
department urges, to ascertain the 
trouble when sheep become unthrifty. 
A postmortem examination of one of 
\s 


the sick animals may disclose the trou- 
f~ 


ble and save others. Parasitized ani- 
mals usually do not have fever—they 
are unthrifty, and unthriftiness may 
go on to emaciation with a fatal ter- 
mination. 
Pasture rotation, use of forage crops, 


feeding from racks or bare floors, 
draining or filling swamps, and re- 
straint of wandering dogs are meas- 
ures the department recommends as 
being of value in parasite control. It 
points out emphatically that perma- 
nent pastures perpetuate parasites. 
Parasite eggs pass in the manure, 
usually.

Is Winner in Kentucky 


Kentucky is leading the eastern 


sheep-producing states in a campaign 
o eliminate the "bucky" lamb, accord- 
ng to reports to the bureau of agri- 
cultural economics of the Department 
of Agriculture. This Is the third season 
that the campaign has been carried on 
by the' state extension agents and, as a 
esult, It is estimated that more than 
200.000 docked wether and ewe lambs 
will be marketed from Kentucky this 
__r. The high quality of these lambs 
already has attracted the attention of 
many "eastern buyers, who are going 
into'the state and buying direct from 
the producers instead of waiting for 
the lambs to 'arrive at the central mar- 
kets. 
A number of public auctions 


have been held, with the highest bid 
frequently within 50 cents per 100 
pounds of the top at the leading east- 
ern markets the same day. 


Losses from docking and castration 


have been very small. 
The greatest 


advantage 
from 
eliminating 
the 


"bucky" lamb, according to members 
of the trade and marketing specialists, 
is in reducing the number of seconds 
and culls in the market receipts. It is 
estimated that from one-third to one- 
half more lambs can be handled in the 
future than are now sold, because of 
the improvement in the supply.
